Gives No. Reasons. 

In his testimony, Jacobs left un- 
explained his reasons for choosing 
Finnegan as a partner in the ven- 
ture, except to say that Finnegan 
is a lawyer. Jacobs added he had 
“no idea” how much money Fin- 
ne. was prepared to invest to go 
with $1,000,000 put up by Jacobs 
himself. 

Jacobs swore he had no tax 
matters pending before: Finnegan. 

The RFC, Jacobs testified, had 
just spent $5,000,000 to rehabili- 
tate the nickel. plant. 

Submitting a transcript of 
Jacob's testimony to George J. 
Schoeneman, commissioner-of tn- 
ternal revenue, Fulbright wrote: 

“If you find that you do wish 
to take an interest in this matter, 
I would appreciate your advising 
me of your inquiries and their 
outcome.” 

Jacobs, head of the F. L. Jacobs 
Co., which manufactures automo- 
bile parts, told the Senate group 
Finnegan was “a very good 
friend.” Finegan also is a good 
friend of President Truman. 

Friends for About a Year. 

Jacobs said he and Finnegan 
had been friends for about a year. 
Asked if Merl Young, who intro- 
duced him to Finnegan, played 
any part in the plan to acquire a 
lease on the nickel plant, Jacobs 
replied: “Very little,” adding, “I 
ne Young's office in Wash- 

quite a bit.” 

Jacobs employs Young at pres- 
ent at a salary of $18,000 a year. 

*Jactbs said: “I should say that 
Mr, ‘Finnegan intended to resign 
from his government job if the 
lease went through. But the plant 
has« néw been disposed of to 
others. I think Mr. Finnegan's in- 
tention is to resign anyway—to 
retire, I should say.” 

It would not have been neces- 
sary for Finnegan to put up any 
of his’ own money for the ven- 
ture “at first,” Jacobs testified.

CZECHS BANISH 
ARCHBISHOP FROM | 
PRAGUE DIOCESE| 


PRAGUE, March 10 (UP? —. 
Czechoslovakia’s Roman Catholic 
Primate Archbishop Josef Beran 
has been banished from the 
Prague diocese and a capitular 
vicar has been named to perform 
his duties, the official Prague 
radio announced tonight. 

The radio said Archbisho 
Beran was ordered to leave the 
capital for an undisclosed des- 
tination because he “acted 
against the law.” 

It said a “patriotic” priest, 
Antonin Stehlik, was elected 
capitular vicar in charge of the 
Prague diocese at a meeting of 
Prague priests. 

The announcement that Arch- 
bishop Beran has been exiled 
from Prague came 18 months 
after Communist rioters broke 
up a mass which he was holding 
in St. Vitas Cathedral.

Lauderdale, about a year ago, 
got instructions from his supe-

Using a fictitious name himself, 
he went to Cairo and got in touch 
with the operators of M. & B. He 
gave his real name to one Charlie 
Smith, described as the active 
manager of that concern, but 
asked Smith to keep his real 
}mame secret. His story to Smith 
was that because of his Tennessee 
connections, he could make a deal 
with his immediate superior, Wil- 
liam Argo, to make sure that M.

How well Lauderdale succeeded 
in his under-cover operations is 
illustrated not only by what he 
told of his work for M. & B., but 
also by the circumstances that he 
succeeded in carrying on the 
guise until about a month ago, 
when he had the temporary mis- 
fortune of being arrested in Ala- 
bama with a cargo of illicit liquor. 
That arrest “broke his cover,” and 
he is now back working for Ten- 
nessee.

Election of Claude I. Bakewell, 
Republicer ~-s Con-ressman from 
the Eleventh District yesterday, 
by a substantial plurality of 6187 
votes, was a political reversal that 
attracted national attention. 
Bakewell, former Congressman 
and former Alderman, defeated 
Harry Schendel, Democrat, former 
State Representative and recent 
Election’ Commissioner, in a spe- 
cial election held with the city 
aldermanic primary. However, 
Bakewell’s campaign was against 
“Shenkerism” and domination 
of Democratic politics here by 
Morris A. Shenker, criminal law- 
yer and Democratic City Commit- 
teeman, and Sheriff Thomas F. 
Callanan. 

The Republican strategy relied 
heavily on the recent exposures 
of gambling activiti@és and the 
connection of Shenker as an at- 
torney with some of the principal 
figures in the Kefauver sena ] 
investigation. The result Was a 
vote of 25,686 for Bakewell to 
19,499 for Schendel in a district 
that had been regarded in recent 
times as Democratic. 

Labor Defection. 

Tt wae that the Re- 
publican victory was aided by « 
serious defection of labor from 
the Democratic ticket and by con- 
siderable switching of Negroes to 
Bakewell. The Eleventh District, 
covering a congested strip across 
the center of the city, from the 
river to De Baliviere avenue, is 
the home of many labor union 
members and of nearly all the 
city’s Negroes. The Negroes con- 
stitute more than a third of the 
district's electorate. 

Of the 15 wards partly or 
wholly within the district, Bake- 
well carried 10 and Schendel five. 

The result in the West End 
Twenty-fifth Ward, normally Re- 
publican, was notable, This is the 
home of Shenker, who resides at 
the Park Plaza Hotel, and of 
Bakewell, who lives at 5132 West- 
minster place. It is also the. home 
of Mayor Joseph M. Darst, Dem- 
ocrat, who, only the day before 
the election, advised Shenker to 
curtail either his extensive crim- 
inal law practice or his vigorous 
political activity.

SUPREME SOVIET 
ACCEPTS RUSSIA’S 
BIGGEST BUDGET 


MOSCOW, March 10 (UP)— 
The Supreme Soviet today unani- 
mously adopted Russia’s highest 
budget in history, including in- 
creased defense expenditures. 

It called for a defense appropri- 
ation of 96,376,000,000 rubles— 
nominally $24,094,000,000—repre- 
senting 21.3 per cent of the entire 
budget. 

Finance Minister Arseny Zverev 
said in introducing the budget 
last Wednesday that the defense 
allocation was increased to com- 
bat the Western nations’ prepara- 
tions for a third World War. | 

The Supreme Soviet, conclyd- 
ing a three-day debate, added 
724,500,000 rubles. to Zverev’s 
estimated revenues, so that the 
final adopted figures are: Rev- 
enue, 458,716,500,000 rubles: and 
expenditures, 451,503,000,000 ru- 
bles. A comfortable surplus thus 
is provided.

Quick in Debate. 

What will the Russians face if 
and when Morrison meets them 
at the conference table? They will 
meet an acute tactician who, 
while not a brilliant speaker, is 
quick: on his feet in debate.  Pug- 
nacious, but not a man to lose his 
temper in the heat of argument, 
he is likely to prove less pliable 
than Bevin from the Russian 
point of view. His mind is agile, 
but inclined to be narrow in that 
only an extraordinary play of 
outside force will make him 
change it. 

Morrison’s sense of humor, 
however, may ease conference 
table tension. He has in his 
make-up a bit of the clown. When 
Minister of Transport in the sec- 


ond Labor government of 1929.

Dresses Carelessly. 

Morrison’s dress generally is 

careless. His suits tend to be 
shapeless, his hair, with a fore- 
lock made to order for the car- 
toonists, unruly. Way back in 1929 
he made this excuse for his un- 
tidy appearance: 
“I always look on time spent in 
making myself look nice—that is 
in cleaning my boots, brushing 
my clothes and having my hair 
cut—as a loss of useful time 
which could otherwise have been 
spent in the service of the Labor 
Government.” 

Morrison is absolutely opposed 
to the Labor party’s so-called 
third-forcers, who believe that 
Britain and France, if they stood 
alone, could act as emissaries of 
peace between United States and 
Russia.

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Freedom for Dr. Seagrave 

It was an act of partial redress rather than 
mercy which the Burma Court of Appeals per- 
formed in releasing Dr. Gordon Seagrave. 
Twenty-five years of a man’s life ought to offer 
some cumulative evidence, and with Dr. Sea- 
grave it has been evidence of loving service to 
the people of Burma. His conviction as a traitor 
was totally at variance with the testimony of his 
whole life. As The Christian Century said: ‘‘Re- 
action around the world will condemn the sys- 
tem of justice which allowed such a verdict 
rather than the man who has been sentenced.” 

Three generations of his forebears were mis- 
sionaries to Burma, including both his parents. 
Starting with nothing, he built up a hospital 
which is now one of the finest in the country. 
He survived the ravages of the dread bubonic 
plague. In the war in the Pacific, he became 
the outstanding medical hero, serving the Chi- 
nese Fifth Army throughout the Burma cam- 
paign and marching with Stilwell to India in 
the retreat. During the war he once operated 
on 150 persons in 36 hours in a gasoline-lantern- 
lit grass hut. 

This is neither the environment nor the way 
of life a man would choose for trivial reasons. 
The reason, with Gordon Seagrave, appeared to 
have been a consuming desire to lead a life of 
usefulness to the people he adopted as his own, 
The decision of the Court of Appeals remitting 
the remainder of his six-year sentence does not 
revoke his conviction. But is a conviction of 
treason a blot upon a patriot? 

To most reasonable men Dr. Seagrave's ex- 
planation of why he gave medical supplies to the 
Karen rebels is convincing—he did it to keep 
them from destroying his hospital. To Burmese, 
to Americans, as to people everywhere who are 
drawn to the ideal of unselfish service, Dr. Sea- 
grave will be remembered, not in the verdict of 
the trial court, but in the lifetime he spent so 
well.

power. 

Helped along by excessive United States pres- 
sure for immediate recruitment of German di- 
visions, the men who controlled central Europe 
economically until 1945 are trying to break de- 
cartelization orders and re-establish themselves. 
At the moment they are leveling their fire at the 
Schuman plan for the pool of West Europe’s coal 
and steel, which includes some antitrust provi- 
sions, and the punishment of German officers 
who committed war crimes for Hitler. 

What next, if they are successful in these 
endeavors, can be only speculation. But their 
record gives no ground for confidence in them. 
Even though some of the complaints against 
them stem from French counterparts whose mo- 


‘tives and purposes are no more eleemosynary 


than the Germans’, it is fortunate that Gen. 
Eisenhower cut some of the ground from under 
them by pointing out that the question of West 
German rearmament can be postponed tempo- 
rarily without loss. 

Permission to create a Bonn foreign office is 
another milestone on Germany's road back. It 
re-emphasizes the fact that the time when there 
can be any Allied controls over West Germany 
is drawing to a close. Meanwhile no effective 
safeguards against the possibility of another 
German aggression have been established. 

Come back, Germany will and must. But if 
it is simply to its former status as a sovereign 
member of a community of independent nations, 
how can the world know that the history of the 
1930s will not be repeated? The Schuman plan, 
which the cartellists are fighting, would be one 
weighty safeguard against this possibility. While 
the diplomats are debating at Paris would be an 
excellent time for the last obstacles to its in- 
auguration to be cleared. 
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A Lead from Oklahoma 


‘The Oklahoma Supreme Court’s decision in 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone rate case in 
that state has special significance for Missouri. 

The court upheld Oklahoma's Corporation 
Commission in fixing rates which yield a return 
of 5.25 per cent on a “net” or fully depreciated 
investment base. 

Until recently, the Missouri Public Service 
Commission permitted utilities to calculate their 
investment on a different basis. In effect, the 
utility was allowed to consider as part of its 
investment some of the funds which it had set 


‘ aside to replace outworn or obsolete plant and 


equipment. This meant that the consumer paid 
rates high enough to permit these funds to be 
set aside in the first place, and then later paid 
rates high enough to permit the company to 
earn a “fair return” on the same funds. The 
consumer was paying twice. 

In the Missouri telephone case which it de- 
cided last year, the Public Service Commission 
showed encouraging signs of shifting away from 
this system of accounting and toward the “net 
base” system which is widely accepted as the 
sound basis of utility regulation. We hope that 
the Oklahoma decision will encourage the Com- 
mission to go all the way, and abandon its old 
formula altogether. 

The return allowed to Southwestern Bell in 
Oklahoma is just about what Kansas City and 
St. Louis officials have been contending for in 
Missouri, and the Public Service Commission 
would not be far wrong in adopting it.

developed by former Congressman Joseph 
Cannon, long the Speaker of the House 
and referred to on this account as “Czar” 
Cannon. 


What Wednesday Rule Is 


Among the rules proposed by Norris, 
and adopted by the House, was the one 
which took the power to determine what 
legislation was to come onto the floor 
of the House from the Speaker and gave 
this power instead to 12 men, the Rules 
Committee. A “Rules Committee” had ex- 
isted, in name at least, but it was com- 
posed of only three men, including the 
Speaker, the other two being appointed 
by the Speaker himself. 

No one questioned then, and no one 

the need for a traf- 


particular committee reaching its turn, 
the sequence is picked up the next Calen- 
dar Wednesday. In other words, a com- 
mittee is bound to get its turn within 
a few weeks under any circumstances. 

This was Norris’s theory. But the 
Speaker did not like this arrangement. 
If the Rules Committee bottled up some- 
thing he wanted out, his only recourse 
was to get it out on Calendar Wednesday. 
But here Norris had provided wisely. The 
Speaker had no control over what came 
out on Calendar Wednesday. * 


Great Powers of Speaker 


The 21-day rule was devised by Speaker 
Sam Rayburn and Majority Leader John 
McCormack as a method of getting around 
Calendar Wednesday and at the same time 
getting around the Rules Committee. The 
2i-day rule provides that the chairman 
of any committee which has passed favor- 
ably upon a bill may bring it up on the 
floor for debate if the Rules Committee 
has held it up over 21 days. 

The Speaker, of course, has a tremend- 
ous power of recognizing whom he pleases 
and not recognizing whom he does not 
please. The chairmen of the various 
House committees are close to the Speaker 
in most instances, and all being of the 
same political party, strict discipline and 
conformity may be enforced. Therefore, 
the 21-day rule returns to the Speaker the 
power he lost. 

It does one further and most insidious 
thing. It makes it highly desirable to 
the Speaker and the Majority Leader to 
see that Calendar Wednesday never comes. 
Through parliamentary maneuvering, 
which it is very difficult to check, the 
Speaker and the Majority Leader play 
a little game which effectively prevents 
Calendar Wednesday from occurring.

Mozart’s tragedy has 
no association with facile sorrows 
but with the exaltation that comes 
as an aftermath of suffering nobly 
endured. 

As played by the' solo artist and 
the orchestra, the performance 
depended on significant phrasing, 
the inward relationship of parts, 
and a steady accumulation of 
meaning for its effect. The great- 
ness of the emotional gesture was 
revealed by suggestion for in the 
matter of dynamics it was a quiet, 
even reticent performance. Casa- 
desus never stepped outside the 
framework even for a momentary 
display of pianistic ~crobatics. 
But even the casual list. aer would 
have had difficulty in missing the 
noble attitudes of the first move- 
ment, the tender simplicity of the 
larghetto, or the bitter-sweet fla- 
voring of the larghetto. 

Virtuoso Performance. 

So it was a virtuoso perform- 
ance; the impeccable manual fa- 
cility was the agent for a search- 
ing virtuosity 6f the mind and 
spirit. The orchestra played its 
part intelligently and sensitively; 
and in taking his bows the soloist 
paid a special tribute to the wood- 
wind and horns. 

Conductor Golschmann started 
his listed program with a deft 
performance of the Symphony in 
E Flat by Anton Filtz, an eight- 
eenth century composer associ- 
ated with the Mannheim school. 
The symphony was strictly a pe- 
riod piece. Its charms were on 
the surface for the most part but 
they were definitely charming 
just the same. In the perform- 
ance of the Brahms Variations on 
a Theme by Haydn the first two 
or three sections were rather 
featureless; but from there on 
the delivery became more inci- 
sive, more 
broader and deeper. 

Plays Memorial. 

As a memorial to the late Les- 
ser Goldman, a valued and de- 
voted supporter of music in St. 
Louis, the orchestra played the 
Andante Molto Lento from C. P. 
E. Bach’s Concerto in D for 
Strings.

DIES, EX-PREMIER, | 
SPEAKER OF HOUSE 


TOKYO, March 10 (AP)—Ex- 
Premier Kijuro Shidehara, speak- 
er of Japan's House of Represen- 
tatives, died to- . , * 
day of a heart 
attack. He was 
78 years old. 

Shidehara was 
Japan’s first 
prime minister | 
appointed under © 
the occupation. - 
He had been | 
forced out of 
political life in 
1931 when as 
foreign minister 
he bitterly op- ernnectin 
posed Japan’s militarist expan- 
sion. His fight against the mili- 
tarists gave hm an international 
reputation as a “liberal.” 

After the war he was brought 
out of retirement to head floun- 
dering Japan in the early years 
of occupation reforms. Under 
these reforms he lost his status 
as a Japanese baron. 

The aged prime minister sub- 
sequently was forced from office 
by the weight of economic prob- 
lems but remained a respected 
figure and continued to serve in 
the House of Representatives. He 
became its speaker after the 1949 
elections. 

He was one of the architects of 
the new Japanese constitution. He 
won many friends among United 
States oocupation officials with 
his ready knowledge of English, 
and his keen wit, often quoting 
Shakespeare. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur, in a 
statement, said Shidehara’s “wis- 
dom and wide experience have 
been a great asset to his country.” 


ENGINEER E. HOLLEY POE DIES. 


TULSA, Okla., March 10 (AP)— 
E. Holley Poe, who bought the 
Government's wartime Little and 
Big Inch pipelines for $143,127,- 
000 in 1947, died here yesterday 
on a business trip after suffering 
a heart attack. He was 57 years 
old. 

Poe purchased the war surplus 
property for the Texas-Eastern 
Transmission Corp., of which he 
was president. He was also 
founder of E. Holley Poe & Asso- 
ciates of New York City, an en- 
gineering firm. He started in the 
natural gas field here in 1918 and 
moved to New York in 1937.

HAT big net which was used the other sun- 
down as the latest secret weapon against the 
downtown starlings was a section of fish net, 
or seine, which measured 25 feet deep and 75 
feet long, and 
men may be interest- 
ed to know further 
that it had an inch 
and a quarter mesh 
made of nine-thread 
line—a size commonly 
used to net medium- 
sized fish in inland 
streams. 
It was designed and 
made by the Adams 
Net and Twine Co., 
which specializes in 
fishing nets but will 
make a net for any 
purpose that comes 
along. Having made 
nets for netting such 
things as ducks, turkeys and doves, they were able 
to take a starling net in their stride, even though 
it was the first starling net, so far as they know, 
in history. 

The Adams company is housed in a four-story 
white building at 701 North Second street, hard 
by the river, and it was founded some 35 years 
ago by Walter Adams who came Lere from the 
East where he and his father before him had 
been net makers for a good many years. It was 
a small concern until 1943, when it was purchased 
by its present owners, a larger corporation which 
operates also in Chicago and the Fast. It’s capacity 
has about doubled since that time and it now 
sells up to half a million pounds of netting a year.

EXCEPT FOR THE MAMMOTH seines used for 
fish like tuna and salmon, the Adams company 
makes complete seines to order designed to just 
about any specifications. This includes trammel 
nets, gill nets and hoop nets used by the com- 
mercial fishermen. They are finished seines with 
wood or cork floats at the top and lead sinkers 
at the bottom. 

A new source of business for the Adams com- 
Pany was opened a couple of years ago when 
Herbert Dill, manager of Swan Lake National 
Wildlife Refuge at Sumner, Mo., invented a net 
for catching wild ducks and geese, for wildlife 
studies. The net, which ‘is some 85 feet long by 
25 feet wide, is fired from three small cannons. 
The cannons fire cylindrical projectiles, which are 
attached to the folded net. This sends the net 
sailing through the air and down on the unsus- 
pecting birds. Dill purchased his netting from 
Adams and made his first experimental traps 
himself.
